Atzeroth's Antecedents. 

Atzeroth is a German by birth, but hav 
ng come to tbiscountry when quite a child 
he speaks English with as much fluency s> 
i native. He is about five feet seven or 
ight inches high, with a well knit and 
ompact frame, and about twenty-nine 
years of age. His complexion is dark and 
swarthy, with black; crisp hair and mous- 
ache ; eyes dark grey, deep set and pierc- 
ing. His forehead is low, and the general 
•i in tour of his features stamp him as a man 
>f low character, who would stoop to anj 
action, no matter how vile, for money. 

During his examination by Lieutenant 
Runkle he manifested considerable of a 
devil-may-care" sort of a spirit, and seem 



ed to look upon himself as competent to of any money in the treasury not otherwise 



leal with all ordinary circumstaces. In 
conversation with the guard he asked if he 
would be allowed a trial, but as the guard 
could give him no satisfactory answer, his 
face assumed a troubled expression, and he 
seldom spoke except when spoken t 

At the Relay House he was taken under 
the special charge of Gen. Tyler, and war- 
doubly ironed. Soon after his arrival a dis- 
patch ordered him forward to Washington 
where he was taken by Gen. Tyler, and de 
livered over to the proper authorities. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Capt 
aiu Towusend, Major Artman and Lieu- 
tenant Run fee for their share in the arrest 
if this man, but more particularly to Ser- 
geant W. Gemmell, of the DelewareCav- 
ilry, and his men, for the quiet and effi- 
cient manner in which they performed theii 
part iu the capture of the party. 

Atzeroth is evidently the paid assassin, 
hired to do the deed by those who had mon- 
ey but had not the courage to do it them- 
selves. In what relatlou he stands to Booth, 
or any of the others, for I believe it a regu- 
atly organized conspiracy, will no doubt 
be made public at the proper time. It ia re 
ported that he said to one of his friends 
some weeks since that he "was poor now 
>ut in a lew weeks he would have plenty 

f gold. 

I cannot vouch for the truih of this re 
mark, but I have no reason to disbelieve 
t. I learn that Atzeroth's statement, as 
well as his cousin's, has been forwarded ti- 
the Secretary of War, through the proper 
nilitary channels; also, quite a number of 
pistol balls, percussion caps, <kc., that were 
ound upou his person at the time ot his 
irrest. The authorities are in possession of 
much valuable information in reference of 
he assasination, but for prudential reason.*- 
t Is witheld from the public at present.-

Many ol these men have outlawed them- 
selves, and they should be treated as such. 
We call the attention of the authorities to 
this matter, in the hope that horse-thieves 
and murderers will not be let u o so easily 
in that State hereafter. 

TUG WAV TO KILL THE ABOLI- 
TION I SI*. 

It is everywhere admitted that slavery 
can no longer exist in this community. 
On tbis question there can be no issue. 
Those who are pecuniarily interested in the 
institution admit that its days are number- 
ed. Those who oppose the anti-slavery 
amendment to the Constitution admit that 
si very must and will soon cease to exist 
in our midst, and the only question in their 
minds is the manner of its going. This 
questi' ■ settled and free labor established 
iu our beloved State, new issues will arise; 
in lact they have already arisen, and a par- 
ly composed of the farmers, mechanics, 
and laboring men of our community has 
already been formed, which in all future 
contests will "rule the roast." This party 
has not been organized by political tiick- 
sterx, but has been formed by those inter- 
ests which bind men together in a mutual 
compact to battle for those principles which 
insure to labor its reward. 

It is true t uere are strong social prejudi- 
ces to combat, and we propone to combat 
those prejudices by education; they came 
from education, not from the school-room 
exactly, but from the tea tables, from the 
firesides, and the club-rooms of our State, 
where the same old fogy doctrine has been 
reiterated for the past half century. When 
slavery shall have been removed from our 
midst, we will have educated free labor, 
our entire school system will be changed 
for the better, and tanners, instead of being 
obliged to employ green hands, will be en- 
abled 10 secure good, practical, intelligent 
men, wl o make their labor a profession. 
We cannot now recall to mind a single ag- 
ricultural school in our State. If we have 
a normal school in thorough working order 
in the State, we do not know where it is es- 
tablished. If we have a State institution 
where a poor wbite man may hope to edu- 
cate himself, we are not advised of the fact. 
True, we have institutions of learning, of 
law, of medicine, and ol science in gene- 
ral, but they are schools for the rich man. 

The poor young farmer can never hope 
while he is obliged to compete with slave 
labor, to acquire a sufficient capital to en- 
able him to avail himself of their instruc- 
tions. To the young, earnest, faithful 
seeker after knowledge, the removal of 
slavery will be a blessing indeed. The 
social clique who rule our city have been 
so selfish and so regardless of the interests 
of our young apprentices, and our laboring 
men, that there is not in the confines of the 
city a single institution supported by the 
city where these men can repair when their 
day's work is over, and receive free instruc- 
tion, even in the primsry department of 
education. Is it strange then that a great 
party is rising in our State to demand not 
only free labor, but free education also? 

We would not wound the pride of Ken- 
tuckians by comparisons, but when we 
compare our State with Illinois, Ohio, or 
even Indiana, then we see how they have 
outstripped us in agriculture, in wealth, 
and in population, and reflect that in all 
these things we had greatly the start of our 
neighbors, we are forced to the conclusion 
that slavery has been the blight which has 
held us back. Outside of the cities, the 
State of Indiana presents but few cases of 
absolute poverty. How is it in Kentucky? 
I<et those who have seen our mountain 
counties, let those who have seen our poor 
young men striving to compete with slave 
labor answer? 

It ia evidently the interest of every man 
who commends education, who desires it for 
If and his children, to attach himself 
new party in Kentucky— the progres- 
1 party— a party which promises to the 
benefits which have been withheld 
from her heretofore. Does any one say it is 
tinctured w:th abolitionism? Wny, sir 
there can not be an abolitionist (as the term 
is used) when slavery is dead, and the best

capture of Richmond he says : 

That morning (April 3d,) at 4 o'clock I 
expressed to you a letter. Two hours after- 
wards we moved forward over our own 
and into the enemy's terrible works. The 
men and officers went forward with cheer 
after cheer, and by 8 o'clock we were in 
Richmond— only to find the greater portion 
of the city in flames. The scenes that met 
our gaze were terrible, horrible and appal- 
ling. Flames leaped from house to house, 
from street to street; liquid fire ran down 
the gutters, caused by burning liquor; fine- 
ly dressed women and men were breaking 
iuto stores, and hurrying along the streets 
with their plunder; hundreds of drunken 
and i .furiated rebel soldiers, who were un- 
able to get away when their army left, were 
still engaged in tiring the houses and iu 
pillaging; but it was a scene that no pen 
cau describe — once witnessed, ever remem- 
bered with feelings of horror. The evening 
of the occupation of the city, my brigade 
was moved across the river and took pos- 
session of the city of Mauchestsr, just op- 
posite. I was among the first in, and hoist- 
ed the flag on the City Hall. I made my 
quarters at the mansion of a Mr. Ward, one 
of the wealthiest men about Richmond. I 
used one of his elegant parlors for a recep- 
tion room and office. W hi<e wa remained 
there 1 lived splendidly, and was visited by 
a large numb r of Generals, Senators and 
mem bers of Congress. Among the later 
was Green Clay Smith of Kenuuckv, who 
ataid one day and night with met

RULKS AND RSOULATIONB OK TME C. S. 

Military Prisons.— I. All orders affect- 
ing prisoners of war and the general dis- 
cipline of the entire command, will be is- 
ued only by the officer commanding; and 
orders pro. -ceding from any other source 
will not be regarded by officers en duty at 
the prisons. 

II. There will be roll-call daily of the 
prisoners at 7 A. M ., and at 5 P. M ., and 
the officer of the guard must be present at 
each. 

III. No prisoner, whatever his rank 
will be allowed to leave the quarters to 
which be is assigned, under any pretext 
whatever, without special permission from 
the officer commanding; nor shall any 
prisoner be fired upon by a sentinel or 
other person, except in case of revolt or at- 
tempted escape. 

IV. No letters, packages, or parcels of 
any kind can be passed into the prison or 
hospital, without first being examined by 
the officer commanding, or the surgeon 6 

V. ^Prisonersare not allowed to have any 
communication with persons outside of the 
prison, and no visitor will be allowed an in- 
terview with a prisoner without permission 
from the Brigadier General commanding 
the Department of Henrico. 

VI. Prisoners are not allowed to con- 
verse with the sentinel; nor must they 
congregate about the wiudows after dark. ' 

VII. The firing of one gun at night, or 
two during the day, will be the signal for 
the immediate assembling of the guard. 

VIII. Under no circumstances will the 
sentinel be allowed to sit down upon post, 
or to rest their guns upon the ground. 

IX. At 9 o'clock P. M., the lights 
throughout the prison, except in the hos- 
pital and officers' quarters, must be imme- 
diately extinguished, and it shall be the 
duty of the Officer of the Guard to inspect 
the prison at that hour, to see that the lights 
are put out. fire secured, and that every- 
thing is quiet.. 

X. No conversation, intercourse, or trad- 
ing with the prisoners, in any manner what- 
ever, will be allowed. 

XI. The Officer of the Guard must not 
be absent at any time from his post. 

XII. The guard off post must remain 
constantly at the guard-house ready for in- 
stant service, and their guns must be kept 
on the rack. 

XIII. Every guard-room must be po- 
liced each morning by the old guard, and 
will not be received by the officer of the 
new guard unless in good order. Both the 
officers of the old and new guard will be 
held responsible for the execution of this 
order, and also for the safe keeping of all 
articles left in the guard-house. 

XIV. These rules and regulations must 
be read to the new guard every morning 
before posting the first relief.

Correspondence Relative to 
Burning Cotton. 



- . WHRBLKR TO GENERAL. HOWARD. 

Graham, S. C, February 7, 18*6. — Gener- 
al : I have the honor to propose that if the 
troops of your army be required to discon- 
tinue burning the houses of our citizens, I 
will discontinue burning cotton. 

As an earnest of the good faith in which 
my proposition is tendered, I leave at this 
place about three hundred bales of cotton 
unharmed, worth in New York over a quar- 
ter of a million, and in our currency one 
and a half millions. I trust my having 
commenced will cause you to use your in- 
fluence to insure the acceptance of the pro- 
position by your whole army. 

I trust that you will not deem it improp- 
er for me to ask that you will require the 
troops under your command to discontinue 
the wanton destruction of property not ne- 
cessary for their sustenance.

He 
had on a frock coat and grey pants, consid- 
erably worn, and an old slouch hat of a 
light color, lie exhibited a degeee of firm- 
ness but seldom displayed by one under 
similar circumstances. 

Arriving st the foot of the scaffold, the 
guard hailed, and the prisoner's arms were 
securely tied behind his back with a rope. 
He then ascended the gallows, accompan- 
ied by Rev. Mr. Brady, C aptain Swope, 
Provost Marshal, who was charged with 
the duty ol tarrying out the order for 
the execution, and Captain Carter, Assist- 
ant Provost Marshal. The prisoner main- 
tained his firmness, and mounted the steps 
steady footsteps. One not watching 
risoner closely would have thought he 
utterly ihdifferent about his fate, but

New York, April 27.— The following is a 
corrected copy of the official dispatch sent 
forward this morning. 

[official.] 

War Department, Washington, April 
27.— Major General Dix: J. Wilkes Booth 
and Harrold were chased from the swamps 
in St. Mary's county, Maryland, to Gar- 
rett's Farm, near Port Royal, on the Rap- 
pahannock, by Col. Baker's forces. 

The barn in which they both took refuge 
was fired. Booth, in making his escape, 
was shot through the head, lingering about 
threehouis, and Harrold was captured. 
Booth's body and Harrold are now here. 

K. M. Stanton, Sec'y of War. 

Washington, April 27.— Yesterday morn- 
ing a squadron of the 16th New York cav- 
alry traced Booth and Harrold to a barn 
between Bowling Green and Port Royal, 
near Fredericksburg, Va. The barn was 
surrounded and a demand made for their 
surrender, wbich Harrold was in favor of 
doing, but upon Booth calling him a cow- 
ard he refused to do so. 

The barn was then set on fire and upon 
its gettiug too hot Harrold again presented 
himself and put his hands through the 
door to be handcuffed. While this was go- 
ing on Booth fired upon the soldiers, upon 
which a sergeant fired at him. The bail of 
the sergeant took effect in the head of Booth 
killing him. 

Harrold was taken alone, and he and 
Booth's body were brought to Washington 
navy yard last night. Booth was discover- 
ed in the barn by the cavalry. He declar- 
ed his intention never to surrender, and 
said he would fight the whole squad con- 
sisting of 28 men, if they would permit him 
to place himself 20 yaras distant. 

The scouting party was under command 
of Lieutenant Ldward Dougherty. Booth 
was on a crutch, ard was lame. He lived 
two hours after being sho», whispering 
blasphemies against the Government, and 
sending a farewell message to bis mother. 
At the time he was shot, it was said he was 
leaning on his crutch, and preparing to fire 
again on his captors. 

The Star has the following particulars of 
the capture of Booth: To Lieut. Col. S. C. 
Baker, speciul detective of the War Depart- 
ment, and his admirably trained detective 
force, and to the 16th New York cavalry, 
active participators in the seizure of the 
criminals, the country owes a debt of grati- 
tude for this timely service. 

It seems that a detachment of the 16th N. 
Y. cavalry, numbering about 25 men, was 
dispatched from this city on Monday, un- 
der the direction of Col. Baker. Lieutenant 
Dougherty, accompanied by someof Colonel 
Baker's officers, killed Booth and captured 
Harrold and one of his accomplices. 

The cavalry after leaving here landed at 
Belle Plain in the night, and at once started 
out in pursuit of Booth and Harrold, hav- 
ing previously ascertained from a colored 
man that they had crossed the river into 
Virginia at Swan Point, in a small canoe 
hired by Booth from a man for $300. 

Proceeding on toward Bowling Green, 
some five miles from Port Royal, Lieut. 
Dougherty, who was in command of the 
cavalry, discovered that Booth and Har- 
rold were secreted in a large barn owikuI 
by a man named Garrett, and were weir 
armed. The cavalry then surrounded the 
barn, and summoned Booth and Harrold

dent, when Booth denounced the murder 
in the severest terms, saying there was no 
punishment severe enough for the perpe- 
trator. At another time some one said in 
Booth's presence that rewards amount- 
ing to $200,000 hau been offered for Booth, 
and that he would like to catch him, when 
Booth replied: "Yes; it would be a good 
haul, but the amount would doubtless 
soon be increased to $500,000." The two 
Garrets, who lived on the place, say they 
had no idea that these parties were any 
other than what their friends reported 
them— paroled Confederate soldiers on their 
way home. 

They also say that when the cavalrv ap- 
peared in that vicinity, and they heard that 
they were.looking for the assassin, they sent 
word to them that these two men were on 
the place. In other words they assert they 
are entirely innocent of giving the assas- 
sins aid and comfort, knowing them to be 
such. The Ida, a tug boat, reached here 
about two o'clock last evening, with Har- 
rold and the two men above referred to, as 
well as the body of Booth. 

Harrold was immediately put in a safe 
place. He thus far, it is stated, has mani- 
fested no disposition to speak of the affair, 
but as he was known as a very talkative 
young man, he may soon resume the use of 
his tongue. 

Booth and Harrold were dressed in con- 
federate gray new uniforms. Harrold was 
otherwise not disguised much. Booth's 
moustache had been cut off apparently with 
scissors and his beard allowed to grow, 
changing his appearance considerably. His 
hair had been cut somewhat shorter than 
he usually wore it. 

Booth's boody, which we have above de- 
scribed, was laid on a bench and a guard 
placed over it. The lips of the corpse are 
tightly compressed and the blood has set- 
tled in tbe lower part of the face and neck. 
Otherwise the face is pale and wears a wild, 
haggard look, indicating exposure and 
rough experience In his flight. His hair is 
disarranged and dirty, and apparently has 
not been combed since he took his flight. 
The head and breast are alone exposed to 
view. The lower parts of the body, includ- 
ing the hands and feet, being covered with 
a tarpaulin. 

The shot which terminated his accursed 
existence entered on the left side of the 
back part of his neck, a point curiously 
enough, not far distant from that in wbich 
his victim, our lamented President, was 
shot. 

No orders have yet been given as to what 
disposition will be mude of tbe body. 

Large numbers of persons have been 
seekiug admission to the navy yard to-day 
to get a sight of the body and to hear the 
particulars, but none except the workmen, 
the officers of tbe yard, and those holding 
orders from the department are allowed to 
enter. A Spencer carbine which Booth had 
with him in the barn at the time he was 
shot by Sergeant Corbett, and a large kuife 
with blood on it, supposed to be the one 
with which Booth cut Major Rathburne in 
the theater on the night of the murder, and 
which was found on Booth's body, have 
been brought to tbe city. The carbine and 
knife are now in the possession of Colonel 
Baker at his office. The bills of exchange, 
which were for a considerable amount, 
found on Booth's person, were drawn on 
banks in Canada in October last. About

Harrold was inclined at first to accede to 
the request, but Booth accused him of 
cowardice; then l>oth promptly refused to 
surrender, and made preparations to de- 
fend themselves. In order to take the con- 
spirators alive the barn was fired, and the 
flames getting too hot for Harrold, he ap- 
proached the door of tbe barn and signified 
his willingness to be taken prisoner. The 
door was then opened sufficient to allow 
Harrold to put his arms through, that he 
might be handcuffed. As our officers were 
about placing the irons upon Harrold's 
wrists, Booth fired upon the party from the 
barn, which was returned by the sergeant 
of the 16th New York, the ball striking 
Booth in the neck, from the effects of which 
he died in about four hours. Before breath- 
ing his last he was asked if he had anything 
to say, when he replied, "Tell my 
tbat I died for my country." 

Harrold and the body of 
brought into Belle Plaiu at 8 o'clck last 
night, and reached the navy yard here at 
1 o'clock this morning. 

The statement heretofore published that 
Booth had injured one of his legs by the 
fall of his horse proved to be correct. Af- 
ter he was shot It was discovered that one 
of his legs was badly injured, and that he 
was compelled to wear an old shoe and use 
crutches, which he had with him in the 
barn. 

Booth was shot about 4 o'clock in the 
morning, and d.ed about 7 o'clock. He 
had upon his person some bills of exchange, 
but only one nundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars in treasury notes. 

"It appears that Booth and Harrold left 
Washington together, on the night ef the 
murder of Mr. Lincoln, and passed through 
Leonardtown, Maryland, concealing them- 
selves in the vicinity till an opportunity 
was afforded them to cross the river at 
Swan Point, which they did as above stated. 
Tbe man who hired Booth and his accom- 
plice the boat in which he crossed the river 
was captured, we understand, but after- 
wards made his escape. 

Harrold has been lodged in a secure place. 

Bowling Green, near which place Booth 
was killed, is a post village, and the capital 
of Caroline county, Virginia, on the road 
from Richmond to Fredericksburg, fort \ - 
five miles north of the former place. 

.Port Royal is a post village, in Caroline 
county, Virginia, on tbe right bank of tbu 
Roppahannock river, twenty-two miles 
from Fredericksburg. 

New York, April 27. —The Post's special 
Bays: A private dispatch from an official 
source received yesterday afternoon at four 
o'clock reported that Booth had broken his 
leg, and that the surgeon who had attended 
him was Dr. Mudd, of Charles county, 
Maryland, and had been arrested, thus u 
clue to Booth's whereabouts was obtained. 

Harrold is supposed to have been the ac- 
complice of the man who attacked Seward. 
He was formerly a clerk in a drug store in 
Washington. He is unmarried and nbout 
22 years of age. 

Later information states that Booth had 
his leg set by Dr. Mudd at 3 o'clock Sunday 
meruing the 16th. The Doctor furnished 
Booth a pair of crutches. When the Doctor 
was arrested he had one of Booth's boots in 
his possession. 

> Washington, April 27.— The Star in a la- 
ter edition has the following of Booth : 

He and Harrold reached Garrett's some 
days since, Booth walking on crutches. A 
party of four or five accompanied them, who 
spoke of Booth as a wounded Marylander 
on his way home, and said that they wish- 
ed to leave him there a short time, and 
would take him away by the 26th, (yester- 
day.) 

Booth limped somewhat and walked on 
crutches about the place, complaining of 
his ankle. He and Harrold regularly took 
their meals at the house, and Booth kept 
- pea ranees well.

Washington, April 27.— The fourth edi- 
tion of the Star has the following details of 
the capture of Harrold and Booth: 

The detachment of the 16th N. Y. Caval- 
ry under Lt. Dougherty, numbering 28 
men, and accompanied by two of Col. Ba- 
ker's detective force, which went down the 
river on Monday, obtained the first news 
of Booth at Port Royal oa Tuesday even- 
ing, from an old man, who said that four 
men in company with a rebel captain, had 
crossed the Rappahannock a short time 
previous, going towards Bowling Green. 
He added that the captain would probably 
be found in that place, as he was courting 
a lady therz. On pushing to Bowling Green 
the captain was found at the hotel at that 
place and taken into custody. 

From them it was learned that Booth and 
Harrold were at the house of John and 
Win. Garret, three miles back toward Port 
Royal, and about a quarter of a mile from 
the road passed over by the cavalry. In 
the meantime it appears that Booth applied 
to Garrett for horses to ride to Louisa 
court house; the latter tearing the horses 
would not be returned refused to hire them 
notwithstanding tbe large sums offered. 
These circumstances together with tha re- 
criminatious of Booth and Harrold, each 
charging the other with the responsibility 
of their difficulty,had aroused the suspicions 
of the Garrett brothers, who urged Booth 
and Harrold to leave, lest they (Garrett) 
should get into trouble with our cavalry. 
This Booth refused to do without horses, 
and the two men retired to the barn , the 
door of which, after they had entered, Gar- 
rett locked, and i emained himself on guard 
in the vicinity, as he alleged, to prevent the 
horses from being taken and ridden off in 
the night by Booth and Harrold. Upon the 
approach of our cavalry from Bowlihg 
Green about three o'clock A. M., Wednes- 
day, Garretts came out of their hiding 
place, and in answer to their questions, di- 
rected them to the barn. 

Booth was summoned to sur ender but re- 
fused. Harrold expressed his willingness 
to give himself up, but was overruled by 
Booth for some time, but finally surrender- 
ed, leaving Booth in the barn. The latter 
then assuming a defiant air called out to 
know the commanding officers and pro- 
posed to him that his men should be drawn 
up at 50 yards distance when he would 
come out and fight thorn. After the barn 
had been burning three-quarters of an 
hour, and when tbe roof was about to fall 
in, Booth, who had been standing 
with a revolver in one hand and a car- 
bine resting on the floor, made a demon- 
stration as though to break through the 
guard. To prevent this, Sergeant Corbett 
fired, intending to hit Booth so as to cripple 
him. The ball, however, struck a little too 
high and entered tbe neck, resulting fatal- 
ly. Booth bad in his possession a short, 
heavy bowie knife, with which he struck 
Major Rath bone, a Spencer rifle, seven- 
shooter, of Massachusetts make, three re- 
volvers, and a pocket pistol. He wore, be- 
sides his suit of gray, an ordinary cloth cap, 
heavy, high-topped cavalrv boot on his 
right foot, with the top turned down, and a 
government shoe on the left foot. 

No clue could be obtained of the other 
two men, and taking the two Garrett's into 
custody, the command immediately set out 
for Washington, after releasing the Captain. 

Lieut. Doherty, who commanded the 
squadron, entered the service with the 71st 
New York militia- 
Sergeant C. rbett, who shot Booth, was 
baptized in Boston about seven years ago, at 
which time he assumed the name of Bus ton 
Corbett. To-day he has been greatly lion- 
ized, and in the street was repeatedly sur- 
rounded by citizens, who occasionally man- 
ifested their appreciation by loud cheers. 

The two Garretts are dressed in rebel 
gray, having belonged to Lee's army, and 
just returned home on parole. The profess 
to have been entirely ignorant of the 
character of Booth and Harrold, and 
they manifest great uneasiness con- 
cerning their connection with the affair. 
Booth and Harrold norrowly escaped on this 
side of the Potomac. Marshal Murray and 
posse of my detectives tracked them to 
within a short distance of Swan Point, but 
Murray being unacquainted and without a 
guide during the darkness of tbe night, 
: took a wrong road, and before he could re- 

Sain the trail Booth succeeded in crossing 
le river to Virginia. 

The report that Booth attempted to shoot 
himself while in the barn is incorrect. 
In his parley with his besiegers he indicated 
that he would not be taken alive. His 
manner throughout was that of a hardened 
desperado, knowing that his doom was 
sealed, and preferring to meet it there in 
that way to a more ignominious death. He 
appeared to pay little attention to the fire 
raging about him till the roof began to fall, 
when he matte movements indicating a pur- 
pose to make the derperate aitempt to cut 
his way out, and perhaps really hoped to 
succeed amid the smoke and confusion. 

It was this movement on his part tbat 
seems to have caused Corbett to fire. Har- 
rold, before leaving the barn laid down his 
pistol, which was immediately picked up 
by Booth, who had it in his hand when 
shot. 

Boston Corbett, who killed Booth, is said 
to be a man of deep religious feeling, who 
has at prayer meeting lately prayed fer- 
vently that the assassin ot the late Presi- 
dent might be brought to justice. 

It is also said that in pulling the trigger 
on Booth he sent up an audible petitioiTfor 



the soul of the criminal. The pistol used 
by Corbett was the regular large sized cav- 
alry pistol. He waa offered $ 1 000 this morn- 
ing for it, with the five undiscarged loads. 
This afternoon Surgeon Gen. Barnes, with 
assistants, held an autopsy on the body of 
Booth. 

It now appears that Booth and Harrold 
had on clothes which were originally of 
some other color than Confederate gray, 
but, being faded and dusty, presentedthat 
appearance. 

The Ingersolls Mobbed lu Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, April 27.— About nine 
o'clock this morning Mr. Edward Ingersoll, 
who delivered a strong secession speech a 
few days since in New York, was waited 
on by a committee of citizens on alighting 
from the railroad train at Ninth and Green, 
and was requested to apologize for the 
speech. This Mr. Ingersoll refused to do, 
and drew a revolver from his pocket, but 
was unable to fire it before he was knocked 
down and very badly cut and beaten by 
the crowd. He was arrested and held to 
bail in the sum of 12000. on the charge of 
assault and battery ana carrying concealed 
deadly weapons. 

A committee of citizens have since wait- 
ed on the Mayor to have the bail increased 
to $10,000. 

Mr. Ingersoll is regarded as one of tbe 
chiefs of the disloyal party in this city. The 
arrest of Mr. Ingersoll has caused consider- 
able excitement. A large crowd has col- 
lected around Spring Garden, where he is 
confined, and threats are freely made to 
lynch him. 

Mr. Ingersoll's friends are endeavoring to 
take out a writ of habeas corpus, but so far 
have not been successful in finding the 
Alderman by whom he was committed. 

Philadelphia, April 27.— This evening 
Charles Ingersoll, the brother of Edward 
Ingersoll, and a notorious sympathizer with 
the rebellion, went to Spring Garden Hall 
for tbe purpose of giving bail for his 
brother. On descenaing from his carriage 
he was set on by the populace and very 
badly beaten. He took refuge in the ball, 
and was consequently conveyed to his home. 
Several prominent secessionists proposed to 
v isit the hall this evening to consult with 
Mr. Ingersoll, but they were warned not to 
do so, and desisted. The excitement on the 
subject runs high, and in the present state 
of tbe public mind, the lives of all sympa- 
thizers with the rebellion are hardly said to 
be safe. 

Tbe Bulletin fiurnishes the following 
particulars of the Ingersoll difficulty, 
which produced a great sensation in this 

city: 

When the train reached Ninth and Green 
streets a party of men got round to the 
front door of the car for the purpose of giv- 
ing Mr. Ingersoll a parting salute of groans. 
The obnoxious person, however, passed out 
the back door and got upon the Wallace- 
street crowd, who followed him. At Eighth 
Btreet Mr. Ingersoll turned about and faced 
the party. Captain J. H. Withington, of 
the 19th Pennsylvania volunteers, then 
stepped forward and said: "Ingersoll, lam 
a soldier, and have risked my life for my 
country. I think you owe an apology to 
the country for your speech, particularly to 
the soldiers." Ingersoll merely replied, 
"Go to hell." The Captain then raised his 
cane to strike Mr. Ingersoll, but the blow 
was warded off by Mr. L, with his cane. 
The two then crossed canes for a few 
seconds. Mr. I. received a cut on the left 
side of the face, and broke his cane on the 
arm of Captain W. Mr. Ingersoll then 
drew back about ten paces, took from his 
pocket a revolver, and cocked it. Some of 
the crowd scattered at this, when he was 
immediately seized by the police officers.

He was draped 
in a full suit of rebel gray, and sauntering 
In and out of the fortrees, inspecting its 
guns and its various works with as much 
nonchalance as if he had been an Union of- 
ficer of distinction.

The Funeral Train. 

Buffalo, April 27, 7 A. M.— We are now 
at Buffalo. No accident has occurred ow- 
ing to the admirable arrangements and 
the faithful and experienced officers in 
charge of the train. The train was met 
here by a large crowd of people, the men 
with uncovered heads. V procession was 
formed between 7 and 8 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded to James Hall, under civic and 
military escort, in company with our party 
which had followed the remains from 
Washington. The hearse was heavily cov- 
ered with black cloth, surmounted with 
an arched way, and tastefully trimmed 
with white satin lace. An extensive dis- 
play of the civil and military was omitted 
in view of the fact that the city of Buffalo 
had a funeral procession on the day the ob- 
sequies took place iu Washington. The 
procession reached the Young Men's Asso- 
ciation building at 9:35 A. M. The body 
was taken by soldiers from the funeral car 
and carried up into St. James Hall, and de- 
posited on the dais in the presence of the ac- 
companying officers,the guard of honor,and 
the Union Continentals. The remains were 
placed under a crape canopy extending 
from the top to the floor, and lit by chande- 
liers. 

Iu the gallery outside the canopy was the 
St. Cecilia Society, an amateur American 
musical society, who, as the remains were 
brought in, sang, with deep pathos, the 
dirge "Rest, spirit, rest," aflecting every 
heart and moving many to tears. The so- 
ciety then placed an elegantly framed harp 
made of choice white flowers at the head of 
the coffin, as a tribute from them to the 
honored dead. Shortly after this the pub- 
lic were admitted.
